railroad employes necessarily have to take. 'The safeguarding 
of passengers has been brought to a high degree of efficiency, 
and for the deaths of ottiers'tjie railroads are not responsible, 
except in so far as they fail "to throw suitable protection about 
the men who work for them,

Miich of the bad record is:fdue;to grade crossing accidents, 


and1 for these the victims, are -much more to blame than the 
railroads. In fact, the latter:mus.t be absolved from blame so 
far as they comply, with the existing .laws and regulations. 
There has always been too muclv carelessness in passing over 
grade crossings, and since the advent of the ,automobile this 
hits' developed on the part of many into a spirit of pure dare- 
deviltry. Auto drivers will race with trains and try to cross 
alieA'd .of them when they come Id a crossing side by side, and 
in too^many cases if ther£ is ho train, in sight they will not take 
the trouble to ascertain if one is- coming.- The results of such 
recklessness are recorded in the newspapers with startling fr'e- 


• Trespassing on the railroads could be stopped if the railroad 
companies and civil authorities would go about it in earnest. 
Ttier,e is enough law, but this is seldom invoked except in ex- 
treme cases,and so the trespassingcontinues and the gruesome 
tolj'is collected.
